8. Currently Amended) Computer code stored on a computer readable medium, for executing a 
computer program for executing a system call originating in a local computer on a first remote 
computer connected to the local computer via a network, the computer code comprising: code for 
establishing communication between the local computer and the first remote computer via the 
network; code for installing a syscall server in the first remote computer; code for sending a 
reference address from the first remote computer to the local computer via the network through 
execution of code by the syscall server; code for building a syscall request in the local computer 
with arguments determined using the reference address received from the first remote computer; 
code for sending the syscall request from the local computer to the first remote computer via the 
network; code for copying the syscall request into a stack of the first remote computer through 
execution of code by the syscall server; code for popping registers from the syscall request in the 
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stack through execution of code by the syscall server; code for initiating execution of a syscall 
request on the first remote computer through execution of code by the syscall server; code for 
pushing a result of the syscall request onto the stack through execution of code by the syscall 
server; and code for sending at least a portion of the result of the syscall request to the local 
computer via the network through execution of code by the syscall server. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claims 1-13 will be allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art references most closely resembling the applicants claimed invention are 
Ludovici et al (U.S. 6,636,898) and Mayer (U.S. 2002/0019864). 

First, Ludovici disclosed a single point of control is provided for all IPSec tunnels and also for 
VPN connections at a node within a virtual private network. However Ludovici failed to disclose 
popping registers from the syscall request in the stack through execution of code by the syscall 
server; initiating execution of a syscall request on the first remote computer through execution of 
code by the syscall server (claims 1,7,8). 

Second Mayer disclosed an IT network (1) comprising distributed managers (2) and agents (3) 
which are arranged hierarchically in correspondence with an underlying like wise hierarchically 
in arranged IT environment. However Mayer did not disclose popping registers from the syscall 
request in the stack through execution of code by the syscall server; initiating execution of a 
syscall request on the first remote computer through execution of code by the syscall server 
(claimsl,7,8). 
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In summary, the Examiner submits that neither Ludovici, nor Mayer teaches all the limitations of 
independent claims in combination with other elements. Specifically prior art does not teach 
"popping registers from the syscall request in the stack through execution of code by the syscall 
server; initiating execution of a syscall request on the first remote computer through execution of 
code by the syscall server "; therefore, claims 1-13 have been deemed allowable over the prior 
art.
